(3)  Battalion  Racial  Relations  Council.  Council  meetings  wora-hold 
at  1300  hours  on  the  1st  and  3rd  Tuesdays  of  each  month.  Tho  council  is 
well  known  in  the  Battalion  and  is  aspiring  to  enhance  racial  harmony  by 
closing  the  communication  gar  between  racial  groups.  The  council  also 
advertises  advances  in  racial  relations  as  well  a.3  presenting  recommendations 
on  improving  already  existing  programs  to  the  11th  Aviation  Battalion 
Commander.  The  Battalion  Commander  has  given  his  whole  hearted  support  to 
the  council,  along  with  his  active  participation.  Numerate  guests  have 
been  invited  to  the  council  meetings  and  rrny  projects  are  in  their 
planning  stages. 

i.  (C)  Intelligence  and  Security 

Throughout  the  reporting  period  the  intelligence  section  continued 
its  mission  of  gathering,  analyzing,  and  di3semir«ting  timely  and  accurate 
intelligence  information.  Although  II  Field  Force,  1st  Aviation  Erigade, 

12th  Aviation  Group,  23rd  Artillery  Group,  25th  Infantry  Division,  5th 
ARVN  Division,  and  1st  Cavalry  Division  were  the  primary  sources  cf 
information,  all  reliable  sources  were  utilized,  to  gain  complete 
intelligence  coverage  of  the  11th  Aviation  Battalion  (Combat)  area  of 
operations.  The  Battalion  Camnander  was  briefed  weekly  and  the  subordinate 
units  briefed  periodically.  Inspections  and  assistance  visits  to 
subordinate  units  vr=re  conducted  monthly  and  An  required.  As  anti-aircraft 
fire  incidents  became  fewer,  the  period  that  these  incidents  were  left 
recorded  on  the  "hit  board"  was  extended  from  three  (3)  days  to  one  week. 

To  preclude  the  possibility  of  any  documents  being  classified  improperly 
a  system  was  initiatsd  to  route  all  classified  material  through  the  S-2 
office . . 

j.  (C)  Plans,  Operations  and  Training 

(l)  Plans.  During  this  reporting  period  the  Battalion  Physical 
Security  Plan  remained  unchanged.  Two  additional  plans  won  added  during 
this  period,  Eagle  Pull  and  Cambodian  SAP..

(a)  Tho  11th  Aviation  Battalion  (Conbat)  supported  tho  following 
major  tactical  units*  62nd  Engineer  Battalion,  1st  ARVN  iVirbomo  Brigade, 
2nd  AP.VN  Airborno  Brigade,  3*^  Brigade  cf  the  9th  Infantry  Division,  199th 
Light  Infantry  Brigade,  11th  Anno  rod  Cavalry  Regiment,  Cap  it-nl  Military 
District,  Ion?,  Einh  Special  Zono,  1st  Australian  T.is’c  Force,  Boyal  Thai 
Arm y  Voluntcor  Forco,  53rd  Signal  Group,  5th  Special  Forcos  Group,  12th

(b;  The  11th  Aviation  3q.tt«licm  (Conbat)  continued  to  conduct 
airmobile  combat  assaults,  tactical  extractions,  and  diroct  conbat 
support  missions  throughout  tho  reporting  period  for  all  najor  units 
'in  tho  m  Military  Region. 

(c)  Tho  11th  Aviation  Battalion  (Combat)  was  assigned  a  total  of 
91  aircraft  recovory  missions.  Tho  roc 0 very  rdssions  included  1  CH-34A, 

1  0.1-6,  1  0V-2,  10  AH-lGs  and  73  UH-1  type  aircraft, 

(d)  Thors  was  a  total  of  nine,  holibucket  fire  fighting  missions 
(CH-47  "Chinook"  equipped  with  two  350  gallon  water  buckots)  assigned 

to  tho  11th  Aviation  battalion  (Conbat)  during  the  reporting  poriod. 

(0)  In  addition  to  its  regular  assigned  rdssions  in  tho  Bo public 
of  Vistnsa,  on  29  August  tho  llth  Aviation  Battalion' (Combat)  dispatched 
a  CH-47,  conploto  with  crow  and  a  pathfindor,  to  the  Republic  of  Thailand, 
Tho  mission  of  tho  aircraft  was  to  sorvo  as  a  static  display  and  to 
perform  other  operational  rdssions  as  required  by  12th  Aviation  Group 
Ho  ad  quarto  rs  and  tho  Joint  United  Statos  Military  Assistance  Command 
(JUSTMAC)  in  Thailand,  In  a  coromony  on  18  Soptembor  197®,  tho  CH-47 
was  tumod  over  to  tho  3oy.nl  Thai  Amy,  However,  U,S,  crows  still  rear, 
and  fly  the  aircraft,  Tho  orginal  crow  was  replaced  after  40  days* 
additional  crows  will  bo  rotated  likewise  in  the  future, 

(f)  During  tho  reporting  period  weathor  has  adversely  affected 
so.io  Battalion  operations.  As  0 laments  of  tho  Battalion  operated  in  the 
Horthcast  section  of  IH  MR  tho  effects  of  weather  became  noro  pronounced, 
particularly  in  tho  early  morning  hours.  The  173rd  AHC  at  Lai  Xho  did 
experience  tho  highest  level  of  adverse  weather  affects.  Tho  typical 
affects  of  voathor  upon  operations  woro  (l)  altered  operations  i.o. 
dolayod  sporting  time,  delayed  H  hour  timos  and  (2)  change  of  tActics 
i.o,  h-ving  to  accept  lower  flight  IovjIs  than  normally  employed.

(3)  Training 

(a)  An  inquiry  revealed  that  no  more  allocations  for  the  Jungle 
Environment  Survival  Training  School  (JEST)  at  Clark  AFB,  Phillipines, 
will  be  received  by  the  11th  Aviation  Battalion  (Combat).  A  survey  of 
the  problem  determined  that  individuals  were  receiving  the  required 
training  enroute  to  Vietnam.  Thus  the  training  for  Army  personnel 
stationed  in  Vietnam  was  discontinued. 

(b)  In  accordance  with  1st  Avn  Rdc  Suppl  1  to  AR  95-1 ,  the  newly 
arrived  aviators  orientation  program  continues  to  bo  conducted  at 
Battalion  level.  This  block  of  instruction  is  presented  bi-monthly  by 
the  Battalion  staff,  and  tho  Fathfinder  Detachment  under  the  direction 

of  the  1  ith  Aviation  Battalion  S-3»  A  total  of  65  newly  assigned  avltars, 
inclrding  21  VKAF  pilots,  received  the  required  orientation  during  the 
quarter. 

(c)  Replacement  training  of  newly  arrived  enlisted  men  of  the  11th 
Aviation  Battalion  (Combat)  continues,  utilizing  facilities  provided  by 
the  11th  Armored  Cavalry  Regiment  at  Di  An  RVN.  During  the  reporting 
period,  95  enlisted  personnel,  100  percent  of  those  eligible,  completed 
the  required  training. 

(d)  The  11th  Aviation  Battalion  (Combat)  Pathfinder  Detachment 
conducted  seven  mobile  training  team  classes  on  rigging  of  sling  loads 
and  aircraft  recovery  techniques.  Classes  were  presented  to  the  199th 
light  Infantry  Brigade,  205th  Aviation  Company  (ASH),  II  Field  Force 
Artillery  (two  classes),  the  Royal  Thai  Army  Volunteer  Force,  21 3th 
Aviation  Company  (ASH),  and  the  11th  Armored  Cavalry  Regiment. 

(e)  All  {fcttalion  aviators  are  continuing  to  fly  a  minimum  of  two 
hours  of  hood  flight  monthly.  In  addition,  the  required  minimum  of  two 
GCA/ADF  approaches  are  being  executed. 
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(f)  The  11th  Aviation  Battalion  (Combat)  continues  to  utilize  the 
OH-58  transition  school  located  at  Vung  Tau.  Quotas  for  the  Battalion 
were  reduced  this  quarter.  However,  two  offieors  attended  and  graduated 
from  the  course.  Additionally,  four  personnel  wore  transitionod  within 
the  Battalion  by  the  Battalion  OH-58A  Instructor  Pilot. 

(g)  In  accordance  with  1st  Aviation  Brigado  Letter  datod  17  Septombor 
1970,  a  new  instructional  unit  was  addod  to  the  list  of  mandatory 
instructional  subjects.  The  class,  "Daily  Inspection  of  UH-lD/H  Holicoptors 
is  to  bo  prossntod  quartorly  to  all  UH-l  aviators,  aircraft  maintenance 
personnel,  and  crow  chiefs.  Tho  purpose  of  this  class  is  to  roomphasizo 
the  importance  of  tho  daily  inspection. 

(h)  On  7  Soptonbor  tho  INFANT  NETT  initiated  a  training  program  for 
5  officor  students  and  10  enlisted  man.  Tho  offieors  courso,  in  which 
thoy  aro  instructed  in  the  tactical  omploymont  of  the  INFANT  systora, 
was  of  two  weeks  duration  and  entailod  25  flying  hours  and  40  classroom 
hours.  The  onlistod  courso,  in  which  instruction  on  the  technical 
oporations  of  tho  INFANT  was  pro  son  tod,  lastod  throo  weoks  and  includod 
101  classroon  hours  and  73  hours  of  practioal  exorciso, 

(i)  Tho  11th  Aviation  Battalion  continued  to  monitor  and  supervise 
training  in  tho  205th  Aviation  Company  (A3H)  in  rogard  to  tho  VNAF  Xdai 
plan  70-51.  Baring  tho  reporting  period,  training  was  complotod  by  tho 
VNAF  gunnors  and  loadraastors .  Instructional  on-tho-job  training  (OJT) 
for  tho  onlistod  personnel,  ongino  rapairraon,  flight  engineers,  hydraulics 
specialists,  and  ground  equipment  handling  specialists  continues,  Tho 
training  of  tho  22  VNAF  aviators  continues  with  the  aviators  to  fly  ton 
hours  of  night  training  with  emphasis  plr.cod  on  minimum  lighted  LZs. 
Beginning  1  October,  throo  aircraft  flow  opcrational/training  missions 
schodulod  by  II  Field  i’orco  Army  Aviation  BLomont,  Tho  orows  consisted 

of  one  II  ,S,  IP  or  AC  and  ona  flight  onginoor,  Tho  remainder  of  tho  crew 
were  VNAF  porsonnol.  Those  missions  oncorapassod  all  typo  of  loads  and 
missions,  with  the  oxcoption  of  holibuckot  and  aircraft  recovery,  whilo 
supporting  ground  units  in  tho  III  Military  Region.  Two  othor  aircraft 
wore  launched  o.ach  day  with  training  omphasis  placed  on  sling  load 
oporations,  nissicn  planning,  coordination  and  emergency  procedures. 

From  14  October  to  16  Octobor  a  ?iold  Training  Exorcise  (FTX)  was 
conducted  for  tho  newly  organized  23?th  Medium  Lift  Holicoptor  Squadron 
tV«*AF).  Tho  FIX  was  in  compliance  with  directives  of  the  12th  Corah  at 
Aviation  Group  Conroandor  and  was  evaluated  by  the  205th  Aviation  Company 
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Basod  out  of  Phu  Loi,  the  23?th  was  committed  for  throe  CH-47  *s  each 
day  of  tho  FTX.  During  the  three  day  poriod  VHAF  personnel  flow  (with 
ono  U.S.  Ac/IP),  maintained,  and  schodulod  tho  aircraft  for  tho  assignod 
missions  roeoivod  fron  III  Corps  AAE/G— 3»  ^ho  237th  MLHS  oorforaod  in  an 
outstanding  mnnor  whilo  supporting  .the  5th  Special  Farces  And  2nd  AlftN  Air¬ 
borne.  Mission  planning,  crow  coordination,  and  monitoring  and  control 
of  operations  in  progress  was  oxocuted  in  an  excollont  manner.  Throo  USAF 
NCO's  wero  attached  to  tho  205th  Aviation  Coispany  (ASH)  on  1  Octobor  for 
maintenance  training  on  the  CH-47.  Thoso  NC0*s  will  bocone  maintenance 
advisers  to  VNAF  aftor  completion  of  thoir  training. 

(j)  Allocations  for  tho  Aviation  Rofroshor  Training  School  (AAHTS) 
incrossod  during  tho  reporting  poriod.

(k)  (C)  Logistics  Thoro  is  a  shortage  of  bottled  gas  (propano) 
at  tho  D.S.U,  (229th  S4S  Co)  and  Depot  for  uso  in  tho  Hess  Halls 
within  tho  11th  aviation  Battalion  (Coiabat).  F0r  tho  past  two  months  tho 
bottled  gas  has  boon  rationed  to  tho  oxtont  that  somo  moss  halls  have  changod 
mothods  of  proparing  foods  to  ccnsorve  gas  instoad  of  following  tho  method 
proscribod  by  tho  Hnstor  Lonu.  Some  moss  halls  aro  using  M-2  and  M-37 
fiold  range  firo  units  for  food  preparation,  while  tho  lack  of  bottled  gas 
precludos  tho  use  of  sorvicoablo,  stationary  bottlod  gas  operated  equipment'., 

(l)  (C)  Signal  Faulty  flight  holmots  have  boon  proven  to  be  the 
causo  for  numerous  incorrect  writo-ups  in  the  aircraft  log  books  cancoming 
avionics.  Aviators  havo  boon  cautioned  to  on3uro  that  tho  helmet  cord  is 
fimly  pluggod  into  its  rocoivor  to  preclude  needless  corwunlcationo 
troublos,  “viators  havo  also  boon  c-utioncd  to  koop  thoir  holmots  in  good 
conoition  not  only  for  safety  but  also  for  good  communication  results. 

The  helnot  and  cord  should  bo  chcckod  froquontly,  especially  whon  radio 
problems  aro  oncountorod  in  moro  than  ono  aircraft. 
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(m)  (C)  Haint.c  .n-n<y 

(1)  For  the  battalion,  the  wo r ago  aircraft  density  was  13  UH-lB/C'4 
each  operating  an  average  of  69  flying  hours  per  month*  3 6  UH-lD/H  aircraft 
operating  an  average  of  91  hours  oach  por  month*  and  26  CH-47A/C  helicopters 
each  averaging  46  hours  por  month.  The  low  time  avorago  on  tho  CH-47A/C*s 
reflects  the  100/°  stand  own  of  the  205th  Aviation  Company  (assault  Support 
holicoptor).  Nine  UH-l  aircraft  were  tumod  in  for  retrograde  while  four 
wore  tumod  in  for  VHAF  and  Korean  transfer.  Tho  Battalion  received  a 
total  of  nine  aircraft  as  replacements  for  cur  losses.  The  assault  support 
iclicopter  companies  turned  in  22  CH-47  helicopters  and  recoivod  11 
replacements. 

(2 )  Based  on  MTOE  authorization  at  tho  close  of  the  reporting  period* 
tho  11th  Aviation  Battalion  (Conbat)  had  a  shortage  of  four  UH-lB/C 

and  six  UK-iD/H  aircraft.  Tho  21}th  Aviation  Company  (Assault  Support 
Holiccpter)  oporatod  at  a  strength  of  15  aircraft  as  opposed  to  16  CH-4/'s 
authorized.  Tho  205th  Aviation  Company  (Assault  Support  Helicopter) 
aircraft  strength  fluctuated  during  the  period  duo  to  th->  Md  program. 

(3)  Tho  assault  holicoptor  companies  gained  six  now  I969  UH-lH 
models  during  this  period  as  roplncomonts  for  UE-lDs,  This  roducod  the 
number  of  tho  Battalion's  UH-lD  aircraft  to  sight.  The  213th  Aviation 
Company's  operational  aircraft  woro  reduced  to  six  CH-ij-TC's  on  .16  September 
’./hen  all  “Super  C's"  woro  grounded  ponding  an  ongirtooring  design  chango 

on  tho  T-55-Lll  angino ,  An  intorin  fix  has  be  in  approved  for  tho  “Super 
C'1  model  which  consists  of  modifying  tho  aircraft  to  recoivo  the  T-55-L-7C 
enginos.  This  modification  14  being  perform'd  by  an  olovon  man  tern  from 
Booing  Cartel  division  and  Lycoming  Engine  Corporation  who  arrivod 
in-country  on  19  Octcbor.  Tho  modification  is  averaging  247  man  hours 
per  aircraft, 

(4)  During  this  quarter  tho  205th  Aviation  Company  (“ssault  Support 
Helicopter)  completed  the  transfer  of  l6  CH-47  aircraft  to  VNAF  por  I® 
plan  70-51.  The  do  ad  lino  for  tho  tur.iovor  of  thoso  aircraft  vns  15 
October,  *»11  16  aircraft  woro  tumod  ovor  to  VUAF  five  days  prior  to  this 
doadlino.  Tima  was  the  most  critical  factor  effecting  tho  succossful  comp¬ 
letion  of  the  program.  To  have  16  aircraft  which  mot  tho  airframe  hours 
critori5  far  turnover  to  VNAF,  it  was  necossary  for  the  205th  Aviation 
Company  (Assqult  Support  Holicoptor)  to  transfer  12  of  thoir  original 
aircraft  to  other  units  and  pick  up  aircraft  from  these  samo  units.  In 
addition  fivo  aircraft  just  out  of  rebuild  Karo  receivod  from  Air  Vietnam.. 
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(n)  (U)  Aviation  Safety. 

(1)  At  the  end  0 t  the  reporting  period,  the  Battalion  accident  rate 
was  14,9,  with  20,333  flown.  During  this  period  there  were  three 
accidents,  two  incidents,  16  precautionary  landings,  three  forced  landings, 
and  three  engine  failures.  Breakdown  by  individual  units  is  s  follows:

(2)  During  the  quarter  tho  Battalion  oxporioncod  throo  accidents . 

Tho  first  was  attributed  to  notorial  failure  whon  tho  ongino  censed  and 
tho  aircraft  cormindor  had  to  pull  pitch  oarly  to  clear  a  barrier. 

This  resulted  in  a  hard  landing.  The  second  accidont  occurred  whon  the 
numbor  two  ongino  of  a  CK4?  "Super  CR  oxplodod  in  flight.  The  explosion 
caused  a  firo  and  the  aircraft  enshod.  Tho  third  accidont  occurred  whon 
a  UH-lH  suffered  an  engine  failure.  The  aircraft  was  autorotated  and 
upon  touchdown  tho  right  skid  contacted  a  dirt  r.ound  causing  tho  aircraft 
to  fall  on  its  right  side,  Fuol  starvation  duo  to  tho  nnin  fuel  filtor 
separating  from  its  position  is  suspected, 

(3)  One  incident  occurred  during  the  quarter  when  ft  CH-47  was  ground 
taxiing.  The  loft  aft  gear  went  out  of  phase  causing  the  front  blaeos 

to  striko  ono  blade  of  a  parked  CH-47-  This  caused  the  aircraft  tc  turn 
180  do  gross  and  tho  aft  blades  contacted  the  blade  of  the  parked  CH-47, 
damaging  the  remaining' blades, 

(0)  (U)  Medical 

(l)  During  the  period  1  August  1970  to  31  October  1970,  the  11th 
Aviation  Battalion  (Combat)  Dxspejisaries  had  a  total  of  5 30k  out¬ 
patient  visits,  including  837  Viotnaneso  civilians.  0n«  hundred  and 
twenty  pationts  ware  referred  to  U.S.  Array  hospitals  ?.t  Long  Binh  and 
S.nigon,  including  37  air  evacuations  utilizing  battalion  aircraft.  One 
hundrod  and  sixty  cno  flight  physicals  woro  coitfpletely  perfomod  within 
tho  battalion  dispensaries.  The  optonotry  clinic  sorvod  432  patients. 
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There  mre  three  aircraft  accidents  requiring  the  flight  surgoon's  attention* 

(2)  In  general  the  health  of  thj  command  was  excellent,  Hino 
coses  of  hepatitis,  two  cases  of  shigellosis  and  six  cases  of  amoebic 
dysentery  wore  treated  in  tho  Battalion.  Ho  other  soricus  contagious 
cr  infectious  diseases,  including  malaria,  occurred  in  tho  Battalion. 

Overall  environment  sanitation  was  satif  actory,  although  further 
impicvoKonts  neod  to  bo  rtado.  All  Viatnanoso  civilian  personnel  under¬ 
went  poriodic  examinations  for  tuberculosis,  syphilis  and  gonorrhea. 

Thu  :»3dical  units  of  the  llth  Aviation  Battalion  continue  to  bo  tho 
t-32nd  Nodical  Dotach.uant  at  Phu  Loi  and  the  759th  lfedical  Detachment  at 
lax  i'ha  supporting  tho  l?3rd  aviation  Company.  Tho  flight  surgeon  with 
tho  759th  Nodical  Detachment  is  tho  only  American  Doctor  at  Dai  Kho. 

Major  unsolved  health  problems  of  tho  period  continuod  to  bo  tho  high 
rr.to  on  non-hestilo  injuries,  venereal  diseaso,  and  an  increase  in  tho 
abuso  of  drugs. 

(3)  The  najor  improvements  in  HHC  di spoils  ary  facilities  includo 
tho  installation  of  a  new  septic  tank,  laying  of  pipe  to  tho  septic 
tank  from  tho  latrine,  and  tho  ro  plumb  in  r;  of  the  latrino,  accomplished 
entirely  by  assigned  nodical  porsonnel.  A  dermatology  clinic  has  boon 
ostablished  to  care  for  3kir.  problems  on  a  .local  level.  In  order  to 
rioro  iff  actively  moot  the  drug  abuso  problem,  throe  programs  have  boon 
ini  tinted ,  First,  an  infornativo  drug  talk  is  being  given  to  evory  unit 
in  tho  Battalion.  This  talk  is  tailored  for  oithor  BW  and  tho  dnig 
prollon  as  it  affects  then,  or  tho  Officers  and  HC0*s  with  tho  information 
as  they  need  to  know  it.  In  addition,  other  units  on  Phu  Loi  post  h.nva 
recoivod  this  program  on  a  requested  basic.  Secondly,  individual  counsell¬ 
ing  is  bo  in-  offorod  on  an  appointment  basis,  to  aid  those  pooplo  who  are 
attempting  to,  or  want  to  attoupt  tc,Hkickt'  the  h&blt.  All  now  arrivals 

in  tho  Battalion  rocoivo  a  briefing  by  tho  surgeon  cr.  drug  abuso  as 
part  of  thoir  initial  orientation.  Tho  759th  dispensary  acquired  an 
electrocardiograph  (LiCG)  machine  and  tho  nodical  personnel  constructed 
a  building  to  house  the  X-r-iy  unit  and  tho  newly  acquired  2XG  machine, 

(p)  (D)  Bolieious  and  Personnel  Services . 

(l)  The  religious  program  in  tho  llth  Aviation  Battalion  (Combat) 
is  designed  and  porfomnd  to  provide  adequate  coverage  for  all  personnel 
in  tho  Battalion,  The  llth  -Br.tt  lion  Chaplain  has  dono  this  by  carrying 
the  religious  program  to  whoro  the  non  aro.  This  in.eludos  going  on 
combat,  assault  and  other  type  ;dssions.  This  oivblos  the  chaplain  tc  bo 
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in  the  field  with  the  men  and  helps  establish  closer  relationships.  It 
has  also  created  a  rise  in  chapel  attendance  and  it  also  helps  to  make 
religious  service  available  to  the  maximum  number  of  personnel. 

(2)  The  Battalion  Chaplain  has  made  services  available  to  VNAF 
personnel  and  also  works  closely  with  the  Battalion  S5  in  numerous 
religious  and  civic  actions  throughout  the  community. 

(3)  Inclosuro  7  reflects  a  sumary  of  raligious  activities  during 
the  reporting  poriod, 

(0)  (U)  Civic  Action 

(1)  In  August  tho  Bon  Cat  Orphanage  in  Lai  Kho  began  work  on  a  new 
school  building  which  is  nooded  for  the  200  children  that  attend  school 
thero.  hajor  Ellington,  from  tho  173rd  Aviation  Company  (Assault  Helicopter), 
Chaplain  (Kaj)  Sargont,  and  VflOl  Hadley  from  the  llth  Aviation  Battalion 
(Combat)  wore  anong  those  who  attended  the  corners tono  eoremonios  on 

August  3rd.  A  groat  deal  of  tho  materials  and  labor  has  boon  supplied  by 
tho  Vietnamese  thensolvcs,  and  tho  173rd  Aviation  Company  (Assault  Helicopter) 
his  holpod  by  arranging  through  tho  55^th  Engineers  for  11  bags  of  cement 
for  tho  construction.  «t  the  eloso  of  tho  reporting  oeriod,  this  project 
is  40$  complete  with  90$  participation  by  tho  Vietnamosu  poople. 

(2)  On  21  August,  fivo  boxos  of  clothing,  towels,  tooth  paste,  tooth 
brushos,  shoos  and  toys  wore  taken  to  tho  Ben  Cat  Orphanage  and  distributed 
by  members  of  tho  llth  Aviation  Battalion  (Combat).  Iho  items  were  donated 
by  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Gilroy,  California,  end  presonted  to  tho 
Orphanage  by  Chaplain  (Waj)  Sr.rgont,  and  Warrant  Officer  Hadley. 

(3)  Iho  Bon  Cat  Orphanage  was  also  visited  by  nohbors  of  the  213th 
Assault  Support  Helicopter  Company,  who  donated  40  pounds  of  assorted 

c  annad  goods . 

(4-)  On  15  September,  rwmbors  of  the  llth  Aviation  Battalion  (Combat) 
joined  with  the  Vietnamese  tn  a  sorios  of  festivals  honoring  tho  children 
of  this  country.  Early  in  tho  day  the  Ben  Cat  Orphanago  held  its  festival 
which  included  refreshments  and  a  piny  performed  by  th\j  children.  In 
Phu  Cuong,  the  Kir, -Autumn  Tot  Children  *s  Festival  was  held  that  ovoning. 

The  llth, Aviation  Battalion  working  through  tho  How  Life  I’ovolopnont  Agency, 
dorw.tod  $100  towards  tho  fostivitios, 
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(5)  The  Eon  Ca.t  Orphanage  was  also  visitod  by  nonbars  of  the 

173nd  Aviation  Coup  any  {Assault  Helicopter)  on  September  27th.  Six  casos 
of  bananas  and  two  larg;  boxes  of  toys  and  clothing  that  had  bean  sent 
from  the  statos  were  distributed. 

(6)  Tho  Lai  Thieu  Deaf  Kuto  School  recaivod  a  help tig  hand  during 
September  when  members  of  the  128th  Aviation  Company  (Assault  Helicopter) 
diatributod  75  pounds  of  clothing,  and  1 50  health  items  such  as  soap, 
toothpaste,  ate. 

(?)  Tho  11th  Aviation  battalion  has  contimod  participation  in 
supplying  a  swimming  pool  and  supervision  in  teaching  Vietnamese  Cub 
scouts  to  swim.  The  original  seven  week  project  was  completed  on  tho 
last  Sunday  of  Soptembor. 

2.  (C)  lessons  Learned;  Comander’s  Observations.  Evaluations,  and 

Rec  orr.^r.dat  ions . 


a.  (U)  Personnel.  Hone 

b.  (C)  Intelligence  None 

c .  (C)  Operations: 

(1)  Sl-rr  Ina-Hrr  of  the  AH-1G  Aircraft. 

(a)  0BSHRVATICM:  On  11  August  1970,  a  CH-47  made  an  attempt  to  sling 
load  nn  Ah-1C.  punship.  As  the  CH-47  liftod  1 0  a  bovor,  the.-GJ-lG  began  to 
spin,  causing  the  rigging  sling  to  break.  The  result  v.a  a.  valuable  g unship 
dropped  and  damaged  beyond  repair. 

(b)  EVALUATION:  The  AH-1G,  when  rigged  for  aircraft  recovery,  is  a 
particularly  unstable  loud.  IScperience  has  shown  that  the  blades  on  the 
aircraft  are  nearly  always  in  the  full^pitch  position.  This  condition 
causes  the  Cobra  to  spin  when  it  is  lifted  to  a  hovur,  and  the  spinning 
stops  only  when  enough  forward  notion  is  obtained  to  apply  sufficient 
pressure  on  the  tail  to  cause  the  aircraft  to  streamline .  It  is  almost 
impossible  to  prevent  a  Cobra  without  a  tail  boom  or  drogue  chute  from 
3pinrir."  while  it  is  being  lifted  by  a  CH-47.  Recent  experience  has 
shown  that  this  spinning  will  cause  the  sling  to  snap. 
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(c)  RECCMKENDuTION *  (1)  Ttet  the  11th  C.J3  encourage  supported 

units  to  use  drogue  chutes  for  the  purpose  of  stabilizing  damaged  and 
unstable  aircraft  and  (2)  that,  except  where  the  tactical  situations 
warrants  irameii"te  recovery  of  the  c.ircraft,  supported  units  be  requested 
to  rig  said  loads  vrlth  drogue  chutes  before  the  mission  is  accepted  and 
pBS3vd  down  tc  the  rocov  >ry  elements. 

(d)  COMMAND  ACTION:  The  proper  procedures  and  the  dangers  of  sling 
loading  AH-1G  aircraft  have  been  emphasized  through  command  channels  to 
subordinate  units.  Further,  the  Battalion  SOP  now  states  that  AH- 16 
aircraft  without  tail  booms  crn  be  recovered  only  with  the  authorization 
of  the  1th  Aviation  Battalion  Commander. 

(2)  Drop;  ad  Loads 

(a)  OBSERVATION:  There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  rigging 
failures  and  resultant  dropped  lords  in  the  battalion’s  sling  load 
operations. 

(b)  EVALLhiTIOMs  Supported  units  have  become*  increasingly  lax  in 
the  care,  preservation  and  the  replacement  of  their  slings  and  rigging 
equipment.  As  ?  result,  many  slings  vrhich  should  have  teen  retired  from 
service,  are  being  used  by  the  rigging  crews.  To  view  the  problem 
statistically,  in  one  of  the  Assault  Support  Helicopter  Companies,  more 
than  5Q'  of  all  lost  leads  resulted  from  failure  of  the  rigging 
equipment . 


(c)  RTCOMMEI'!DvTIOW s  Recommend  that  the  1 1th  Aviation  Battalion 
arrange  for  a  HTT  briefing  tc  be  given  to  supported  units.  Recommend 
that  all  CH-47  aircraft  being  dispatched  have  an  11th  Battalion 
Pathfinder  cn  beard  tc  inspect  the  rigging  of  all  questionable  loads. 

(d)  COMMAND  ACTION:  The  11th  aviation  battalion  (Cur.tat)  has 
established  a  "Dropped  Load  Prevention  Program”.  This  program  is  one 

>f  education  of  nil  individuals  concerned  and  inspection  of  .all  rigging 
equipment.  The  11th  Battalion  Pathfinders  have  presented  a  two  hour 
block  of  instruction  to  seven  supported  units  emphasising  acceptable 
ringing  techniques,  capabilities,  inspection  techniques,  maintenance, 
an^  life  expectancy  of  rigging  equipment.  This  class  was  .also  presented 
t  the  aviators  and  crews  of  the  11th  Aviation  Battalion  (Combat). 

In  the  two  assault  support  helicopter  companies,  aviators  have  attended 
classes  in  which  emphasis  has  been  placed  on  air  speed  restrictions  and 
flight  maneuvers  while  carrying  slin?  loads.  Additionally  when  asc<  ts 
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permit ,  nn  11th  Rattalinn  pathfinder  accompanies  every  CH-47  operation 
t  '■  inspect  all  rigging  an4  make  cn-the— sp't  evaluations  and  rec oi.nen  !■' t ions 
to  the  aircraft  compander.  The  Battalion  had  been  averaging  6.5  dropped 
loads  per  month  since  1  January  1970.  Since  the  inception  of  the  "Dropped 
Load  Prevention  Program?  3  September  1970,  there  have  been  only  three 
dropped  loads. 

(3)  Security  of  Shutdown  Aircraft. 

(a)  OBSERVATION:  In  several  instances  while  in  support  of  ARV1J 
F  rces,  the  supported  creund  units  have  planned  missions  in  which  the 
lift  ships  h've  been  instructed  to  shutdown  in  areas  which  the  Air 
Mission  Ccmrvander  (AMC)  felt  were  not  Adequately  sucurcd.  The  aircraft 
were  shutdown  to  conserve  blade  time. 

(b)  EVALUATION:  A  flight  of  lift  ships  is  -•  highly  lucrative 
target  and  should  n  t  be  unnecessarily  exposed,  especially  to  save  no 
ir.  re  than  a  few  minutes  blade  time  per  aircraft. 

(c)  ItECOI 3 IKUDATICN :  Guidelines  should  be  prepared  and  distributed 
to  aviation  supported  units  covering  niminum  security  requirement  fcr 

ircr" ft  and  emphasizing  the  dangers  in  unnecessarily  exposing  aviation 
assets,  These  guidelines  should  include  the  AllC's  evaluation  of  the 
security  f  the  site. 

(d)  COMM.iND  ACTION:  All  AfiC's  have  toon  instructed  to  request 
s-curity  at  all  questionable  unsecured  areas,  or  request  shutdown  at 
a  kn own  secure  area.  This  topic  is  also  being  emphasized  in  the 
Iiatt  a  lion's  "Tactic"  1  Commanders  Aviation  Orientation". 

(4)  Spllttirr  rjj  an  Aim-.'  bile-  Package  by  the  suvrortod  unit  to 
porf > on  ral  sur  port  type  nlssisns. 

(a)  OFSETlvATIONS:  During  recent  weeks,  while  supporting  the  25th 
[JS  Division  and  the  2nd  ARVM  Airborne'  I  rigale,  the  AMC  has  been 
instruct  d  by  the  AMTFC  to  separate  an  aircraft  fr  ci  the  flight  to 
perform  various  Pe-ncral  sup)  -rt  t  ~pe  missions.  In  saiti  •  cases  the  entire 
flight  has  been  dissolved  to  moot  these  single  shij  retirements. 

(b)  EVALUATION: 

(l)  "his  practice  of  utilizing  an  Airmobile  package  f.a*  general 
auppert  missions  is  n  *  consistent  with  the  'rejected  flying  hour 
1  to. "ran.  For  instance,  a  flight  of  1-4-2  is  limited  to  r.  total  f 
thirty- five  blade  hours  for  the  airmobile  package,  including  the  gunshijs. 
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If  general  support  missions  are  performed  by  the  flight,  and  the  gunships 
are  released,  as  is  the  normal  case,  the  time  the  lift  ships  can  be  flown 
is  increased  to  seven  hours  per  aircraft  instead  of  the  normal  five,  with¬ 
out  exceeding  the  total  of  thirty- five  blade  hours  for  the  entire  package. 
This  severely  hampers  the  program  for  scheduled  maintenance. 

(2)  Another  consideration  is  if  the  unit  is  scheduled  for  an 
airmobile  package  the  aircraft  will  be  configured  for  combat  assaults, 
with  no  jump  seats.  This  severely  limits  its  general  support  and 
administrative  passenger  carrying  capabilities. 

(3)  The  final  consideration  is  crew  scheduling.  The  Commanding 
Officer,  Operations  Officer  and  Platoon  Leaders  of  a  unit  have  more 
important  responsibilities  than  flying  general  support  missions. 

(c)  RECOMMENDATION:  No  firm  guidelines  have  been  established  to 
date,  concerning  this  problem. 

This  unit  has  proposed  the  following  policies  be  adopted: 

(1)  AAE  should  forbid  splitting  an  airmobile  package  by  the  supported 
ground  unit.  Instead  AAE  should  give  the  units  the  required  general 
support  ships. 

(2)  If  this  is  not  feasible,  recommend  that  AAE  make  it  mandatory 
for  the  supported  unit  to  stipulate,  when  requesting  air  assets,  that 
they  intend  to  use  them  for  general  support  missions,  after  their  combat 
assault  missions  have  been  completed. 

(3)  That  each  aircraft  be  limited  to  five  hours  blade  time  regardless 
of  the  type  of  mission  they  are  performing. 

(4)  That  the  C  &  C  ship  and  gunships  be  exempt  from  performing 
general  support  missions  of  any  kind. 

(5)  Utilization  of  UH-1  as  an  Observation  Aircraft 

(a)  OBSERVATION:  In  several  instances  while  working  for  ARVN 
forces  the  Air  Mission  Commander  has  been  requested  to  act  as  an 
observation  aircraft  for  visual  reconnaissance  of  areas,  frequently 
without  a  gunship  escort.

(1  )  Training  of  crew  chiefs  and  door  .runners. 

(a)  OBSERVATION:  Crew  chiefs  and  door  Gunners  iro  frequently  uncertain 
or  unaware  of  correct  procedures,  crew  duties,  and  rules  of  engagement. 

(b)  VALUATION:  Training  of  crow  chiefs  and  door  runners,  in  crew 
duties  and  rules  of  engagement  has  been  found  to  be  inadequate.  Due  to 
fr>  quency  of  personnel  rotation  and  time  lapse  between  classroom  training, 
sum.  crew  members  do  not  have  complete  knowledge  of  their  duties. 

(c)  RECCKiQ'TlATIOI!*  That  units  review  the  directives  and  procedures 
outlined  in  USAltV  Aircrew  Orientation,  1st  Avn  BJc-’s  ground  school 
qualification  requirements,  and  the  1 1th  Aviation  battalion  (Combat)  90 
day  gunnery  refresher  training  requirement.  Further  recommend  that  units 
establish  a  cyclic  training  schedule  to  reduce  inadequancies  cous^d  by 

]  '.rsonnel  rotations. 

(d)  COMXAiiD  ACTION:  This  command  has  reviewed  rnd  revised  crew 
chief  and  door  gunner's  written  examinations  to  onsure  that  the  objectives 

Units  have  boon  advised  to 
rv  ke  frequent  use  of  the  ex'ns  as  an  additional  re  fresher  training 
supplement  in  between  classroom  instruction.  Units  have  been  advised 
further  tc  make  optimum  use  --f  the  unit  aviation  "hot  spot"  f  t 
dissemination  of  day-to-day  policy  changes  and  incidents  involving  crew 
arror  cr  peer  judgement. 
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f.  (C)  Loris tics 

( 1 )  Lift  Capability  cf  Converted  CH-47  Aircraft. 

(a)  OBSERVATION*  The  21 3th  Aviation  Company  (ASH)  has  six  CH-47C 
helicopters  which  were  manufactured  with  L7C  onlines  and  nine  011-470*3 
which  are  being  converted  from  Li  1  to  L7C  engines.  Recent  experience 
has  shown  that  the  aircraft  which  are  being  converted  from  I>- 1 1  to  L7C 
eneinos  do  not  have  the  same  lifting  capacity  as  'the  aircraft  manufactured 
with  the  L7C  engine, 

(b)  EVALUATION:  Optimum  lifting  capability  in  the  CH-47  models  is 
obtained  at  225  rotor  RT1I.  However,  because  of  certain  harmonic 
vibrations,  the  C  minus  (L7C  Engine)  aircraft  is  operated  at  230  EPM  and 
the  full  C  aircraft  (Lll  engines)  operated  at  235-245  RFM.  Because  of  the 
variable  r~tor  speed  in  all  full  C  aircraft,  they  are  presently  equipped 
with  self  tuninr  vibration  Absorbers  which  are  set  at  the  factory  to 
operate  between  233  and  245  rotor  RFM,  The  JM)*s  converting  the  aircraft 
back  to  L-7C  did  not  include  provisions  for  changing  the  pre-tuned 
vibration  absorbers.  As  a  result,  the  converted  aircraft  must  bo 
operated  in  the  233-233  HFM  range  so  that  the  aircraft  does  not  develop 
harmonic  vibrations  which  would  cause  metal  fatigue  in  critical  parts 

of  the  airframe,  while  simultaneously  remaining  within  the  operating 
limitations  cf  the  engine.  3xcopt  for  minor  variables,  all  L-7C  engines 
produce  the  same  h'rsepower,  however  it  takes  more  pcxver  tc  maintain 
rotor  Ii?M  at  233-238  than  at  230.  Also  as  rotor  RFM  is  increased  above 
225  the  rotor  system  becomes  less  efficent.  As  a  result,  the  original 
C  minus  aircraft  operating  at  230  RFM  will  be  able  tp  lift  greater  loads 
th'n  the  converted  C  minus  which  operates  between  233-233  RPM. 

(c)  RJXOMMFliDAT ICK :  That  AAE  recognize  the  different  lift 
capabilty  of  the  aircraft,  anti  that  the  converted  CH-47C  be  restricted 
frcr.i  heavy  lift  missions.  Recommend  further  that  an  juIR  be  submitted 
to  change  the  pre-tuned  vibration  absorbers  so  that  the  aircraft  can 
be  operated  nearer  to  its  optimum  lift  RPM. 

(d)  COMMAND  ACTION:  The  converted  CH-47C  rtlve  been  restricted 
from  heavy  lift  missions.  Action  has  been  taken  to  suLr.it  an  SIR 
requesting  the  vibration  absorber  change. 

g.  (O)  Communications ,  None 
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h.  (U)  Material 

(1)  0H-58A  Inverter  Relay  Failures. 

(a)  OBSERVATION:  Several  inverter  relays  in  the  Battalion's 
OH-58A  aircraft  have  failed. 

(b)  EVALUATION:  Aviators  have  been  the  cause  of  OH-58A  inverter 
relay  failures  due  to  their  premature  engagement  of  the  inverter 
switch  during  starting.  The  Inverter  switch  should  not  be  engaged 
until  the  D.C.  loadmeter  reads  60  amperes  or  less. 

(c)  RECOMMENDATION:  That  all  pilots  of  OH-58A  aircraft  be  made 
aware  of  the  reasons  for  inverter  relay  failure.  Further  that  the 
starting  procedures  checklist  be  utilized  during  starting  and  that  it 
be  strictly  adhered  to. 

(d)  COMMAND  ACTION:  Pilots  have  been  instructed  in  the  cause 
of  inverter  relay  failure  and  in  addition,  each  OH-58A  contains  a 
checklist  to  be  utilized  during  starting. 

1.  Other 

(1)  Problems  in  HHC  Dispensary  Operations 

(a)  OBSERVATION:  (1)  It  is  not  possible  for  HHC  dispensary  to 
adequately  fulfill  its  mission  with  only  one  flight  surgeon.  (2)  There 
is  an  increase  in  th-i  number  of  individuals  who  are  seeking  help  under 
the  drug  amnesty  program.  The  abuse  of  drugs  is  continuing  at  an 
unacceptable  rate.  Experience  has  shown  that  many  individuals  first 
exposure  to  hard  drugs  (excluding  marijuana)  is  in  KVN.  Even  those 
people  under  the  amnesty  program  continue  to  use  hard  drugs  due  to 

the  lack  of  adequate  medical  care  and  treatment  facilities. 

(b)  EVALUATION:  (1)  The  number  of  flight  personnel  now  being 
seen  by  HHC  dispensary,  combined  with  the  increase  in  patients  being 
supported  by  this  dispensary  has  placed  an  Increasingly  heavy  work 
load  on  the  flight  surgeon..  The  proper  functioning  of  a  flight  surgeon 
requires  that  a  considerable  amount  of  time  be  devoted  to  interview  and 
examinations.  Because  of  the  time  involved  and  the  number  of  flight 
personnel  who  specifically  need  attention  by  the  flight  surgeon,  a  back 
log  of  these  personnel  has  developed,  which  can  only  be  remedied  by  having 
two  flight  surgeons  assigned.  At  the  present  time  HHC  dispensary  is 
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supporting  arp rax  irately  twice  as  many  individuals  as  any  other  dispensary 
in  12th  Group.  (2)  It  has  been  found  that  by  dividing  the  drug  talk 
between  Officer  -  FCO  and  Enlisted  personnel,  and  by  tailoring  the  talk 
towards  the  audience*  the  talks  are  more  meaningful  ard  more  effective. 

When  talking  to  Enlisted  personnel  without  Officers  ani  NCO's  present 
and  on  a  level  where  f^cts  are  given  rather  than  the  dogma,  and  where  it 
i3  shown  how  the  problem  affects  the  individual,  a  rapport  is  established 
which  makes  t.he  talk  much  more  meaningful.  The  talk  presented  to  the 
Officer  -  NCO  is  directed  more  towards  an  education  on  drugs,  their 
effects,  and  how  they,  as  leaders  should  react  to  p  known  or  suspected 
drug  user.  It  is  also  c  *  -imary  importance  to  explain  to  a  known 
or  suspected  drug  user  t.»i«  functioning  of  tho  amnesty  program. 

(c)  RECOMMENDATIONS:  (1)  Recommend  that  HHC  dispensary  be  staffed 
by  p  rinimum  of  two  flight  surgeons  at  all  times.  (2)  Recommend  that 
drug  information  talks  be  given  to  two  groups,  one  consisting  of  enlisted 
personnel  and  the  other  of  Officers  and  NCO's  and  that  these  talks  be 
directed  towards  the  needs  of  the  audience,  further  recommend  that  talks 
to  enlisted  personnel  be  scheduled  during  duty  hours  rather  than  off  duty 
hours  to  ensure  as  large  a  participation  as  possible. 

(d)  COMMAND  ACTION:  Drug  information  talks  are  being  given  to  the 
units  at  Phu  Loi  Post.  These  talks  are  given  to  two  groups,  Off icer-NCO' s 
and  to  enlisted  personnel.  These  talks  are  voluntary,  and  to  date 
response  has  been  excellent.

Two  methods  may  be  used  to  reduce  the  spinning  motion  caused  by  full 
pitch  blades  while  at  a  hover  under  CH-47  aircraft:  (l)  the  blades  could 
be  removed  or  (2)  the  blades  can  be  walked  around  while  the  collective 
pitch  is  placed  in  the  full  down  position  to  decrease  pitch  on  the 
blades.  When  possible  all  aircraft  should  be  recovered  using  ground 
transportation. 

b.  Reference:  paragraph  2c(3)»  security  of  shutdown  aircraft. 
Airmobile  assault  aircraft  should  not  be  shutdown  in  unsecure  LZ's. 

If  the  LZ  is  sufficiently  secure  that  the  aircraft  can  be  safely 
shutdown,  the  validity  of  the  request  for  a  combat  assault  package  is 
questionable. 

c.  Reference:  paragraph  2c(A)>  splitting  of  airmobile  package  by 
the  supported  unit  to  perform  general  support  missions.  This  headquarters 
is  presently  studying  the  utilization  of  Airmobile  assault  packages  by 
supported  units.  No  further  action  is  recommended  beyond  II  FPORCEV.
